WHEELER’S COMPANY ISSUES BONDS. 


The South Side Organization Quietly Puts 

Dat $150,000 Worth. 

The City railway company has in a small 
way alsc been running a security mill, It 
transpired yesterday that that company has 
recently issued an additional $150,000 of its 4 
per cent bonds. There is no question about 
the legal right of the company to make this 
issue. The point of special interest in regard 
to it is that the City railway company for the 
third time has ignored the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change and made an issue of bonds without 
official notice, Members of the exchange were 
exceedingly warm over the affair. Some two 
years ago, under Mr, Holmes’ reign, a 
$500,000 issue of these bonds was secret- 
ly made, and the exchange did not 
learn of it until several of the 
members had wasted much substance in an 
effort to support the market, which it was 
found afterwards had been flooded with the 
new bonds. The exchange threatened to 
throw the company’s bonds off the list, and 
brought out a meek letter of apology from 
Mr, Holmes and a promise to never, never do 
it again. Last December it was discovered 
Mr. Wheeler had repeated the action, and 
another issue of bonds had been made with- 


out notification. The ire of the members of 


the exchange again brought forth an official 
letter explaining the failure to notify the ex- 
change was an oversight and would not be 
repeated in the future. Now, for the third 
time, the exchange has been ignored in the 
same way. 

“A special meeting of the Governing com- 
mittee will probably be cailed for tomorrow 
or next day to consider this matter, said 
George Wright, Chairman of the Listing com- 
mittee. “This thing has reached a point 
where the exchange must assert itself. The 
company will be reminded of our existence if 
wethrow this whole issue of bonds off the 
exchange.” 

There was an angry group of brokers who 
were ing the matter on the floor yester- 
day. There was hardly an exception to the 
opimion that the exchange had been badly 
treated. 


The City railway company has insulted 
this exchange once too often, said Charles 
Toe, I believe in throwing the bonds off the 
list. 

“The company has forfeited its right to 
have a market for those bonds on this ex- 
change any longer, said E. G. Foreman. 

1 should consider the only honorable 
course that a broker could take who had made 
such ‘a purchase of bonds as this would be to 
notify the exchange of the issue, said George 
Bolton, manager of the bond department of 
the First National Bank. If we were to 
make a purchase of an additional issue of 
bonds which were listed on the exchange I 
should consider it my duty to immediately 
notify the exchange of the issue. It would be 
a duty both to the exchange and to the secur- 
ity, for this plat of secretly issuing securities 
can only result in harm to the security.”’ 

Few if any of the brokers knew of the addi- 
tional issue of $1,000,000 West Side debenture 
bonds, so no opinion as to what action the 
exchange will feel like taking in that matter

WITH CHINESE “SONGS” AND A FEAST. 


The Closing Ceremony in the Celebration 
of Moy Tong Chow’s Birthday. 

Strangely attired musicians, on instruments 
no less strange, played a wild, dismal dirge at 
the Hip Lung Hotel, No. 323 Clark street, 
yesterday afternoon, and .the air was filled 
with the odor of burning spices. It was the 
concluding ceremony attending the celebra- 
tion of the birthday of Moy Tong Chow, the 
senior member of the Hip Lung company. 
The festivities began at 4 o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon with a feast which lasted until 
Wednesday morning. Then came a season of 
solemn fasting, which was broken by another 
feast yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

The select 150 of Chicago Chinese 
gathered around the altar in the rear 
of the rotunda of the hotel at that 
hour and looked as solemn and gloomy as a 
cloudy day in November.

Mean- 
time the smger had worked himself into a 
frenzy. His shrill, piping scream could be 
heard above the din. The climax was reached 
at length and the voice died away as gradually 
as it came. At the end the chief singer was 
almost exhausted. Then another took up the 
lay and the first performance was repeated 
with a few variations, and so it continued 
until all had taken part.

A MARVEL THE ILLINOIS STEEL 


COMPANY ACCOMPLISHES. 


By Organizing Its Switch and Side Tracks 
as Full-Fledged Railroad Lines It 
Secures a Rebate Under the Guise of a 
Rightfal Income of a Terminal Road 
The First Scheme Not a Success, but the 
Second Plan Proves All Right—{nter- 
State Law Amendment Proposed. 


When a great shipper sets out to get a cut 
freight rate there seems to be many ways of 
accomplishing that object. The Illinois Steel 
company appears to have found one of these 
ways, and it is a method so. comprehensive 
that it can be made to apply to every one of 
the 150,000 to 200,000 cars of freight which 
that company. receives and sends out each 
year. This pian is not open to the objections 
against thesystem of cash rebates which the big 
grain shippers take advantage of, but which 
at the same time opens a jail door for them if 
they can be caught at it. Wile the method is 
quite as effective, so far as furnishing a means 
for annulling the provisions of the Inter- 
State Commerce law, the law is in this case 
completely evaded without being actually 
violated. 

The Secretary of State some time ago is- 
sued charters to ‘the Calumet and Blue Island 
railway company, the Chicago and Southeast- 
ern railway company, the Joliet and Blue Ial- 
and railway company, the Milwaukee, Bay 
View and Chicago railroad company. 
titles read like the names of real railroads. 
As a matter of, fact, they are a choice collec- 
tion of side tracks at the various plants of the 
Illinois Steel company at South Chicago, 
Joliet, etc. , 

Just what was the object of the company ip 
incorporating into four distinct railway com- 
panies the side tracks that had been laid near 
the various rolling mills has never been offi- 
cially stated. When one remembers that a 
prominent employé of the company has been 
indicted by a grand jury for violations of the 
Inter-State commerce law, and that the com- 
pany has had to pay back some $30,000 as 
some of the fruits of such violations—when 
one remembers the law has received no more 
hearty support from the company than those 
facts indicate, the statement that the incor- 
poration of these side tracks into various rail- 
road companies was for the purpose of evad- 
ing the Inter-State law and obtaining better 


rates than other shippers could obtain for the. 


same service is not surprising. 
Object of the Incorporation. 

By incorporating their sidetracks and cre- 
ating all the machinery of distinct railway or- 
ganizations a way was opened whereby the 
law can be evaded without actually violating 
its provisions. The easiest way in which this 
can be done is for the various companies to 
establish switching tariff which may be ab- 
sorbed in the through rate and the rate cut 
to that extent. This has been done, and the 
various lines publish a tariff-sheet showing 
that a switching charge varying from $1.50 to 
$3 a car has been made. That alone would 
be an important jtem, as the company’s 
freight. business has run up as high as 200,000 
cars a year, but thescheme is capable of mak- 
ing even greater profits than that. It seems 
to have been the Original intention to have a 
division of rates as if it were a through ship- 
ment over two lines and thus get all r 
tariff, but the ¢ 
ViIOlauioLr + 
but it is understood that one or two roads 
grant it, nevertheless, and that the division 
the terminal line gets amounts to 40 cents a 
ton. As the company received 1,900,000 tons 
of raw material and shipped 795,000 tons of 
finishea product it is evident that if 40 cents a 
ton can be saved on the freight of even asmall 
proportion of that the saving might be an im- 
portant matter. ° 


Employes Freely Charge Evasion. 

Among the local employés at the South Chi- 
cago works the opinion is quite freely ex- 
pressed that the organization of the Calumet 
and Blue Island railway was effected simply to 
evade the provisions of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law. Before the North Chicago Roll- 
ing Mill company was merged into the Illi- 
nois Steel company the car service was hand- 
led by asub company known asthe Inter- 
State Transit company. This was a sort of 
wheel within a wheel. The occasion for this 
organization was, in part, to guarantee the 
necessary supply of cars for coke shipment 
and to give a basis for rebates to be secured 
from railroads. The North Chicago Rolling 
Mill company owned a full line of cars, which 
were operated over the various railroads of the 
eountry. After the Illinois Steel company 
was organized and the Inter-State Commerce 
bill was passed some change was found neces- 
sary to evade the prov) ‘ions of the law regard- 
ing rebates, Five railroad organizations were 
provided for, one for the service of the Joliet 
works, one for the Union works at Bridgeport, 
one for the Milwaukee works, one for the 
North Chicago plant, and a fifth for the South 
Chicago works. Fora little time these vari- 
ous railroads were carried along as a sort of an 
adjunct to the Illinois Steel company, the 
agents being employésof the Steel company. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission in- 
terfered and the present scheme, devised by 
H. H. Porter, seems to avoid any of the 
restrictions designed to prevent unfair dis- 
erimmations in railroad rates. 

The South Chicago railroad, known as the 
Calumet and Blue Island, has a full railroad 
equipment. It has all the officers of a road, 
repair-shops, engine-houses, and a full set of 
railroad books is kept. The IIlinois Steel 
company is ostensibly deait with as on the 
same footing as any outsiders. It is charged 
trackage and regular railroad expenses. To 
all outward appearances there are two sepa- 
rate organizations, the railway company and 
the Illinois Steel company. The railroad con- 
sists merely of the side-tracks and switches 
connecting the various parts of the plant with 
the railroads. 

“The only showing on the books as to re- 
bates,” says a former employé of the com- 
pany, “is in the form of 40 cents a ton 
terminal charges. The Calumet and Blue 
Island railroad, with its thirty miles of tracks, 
is made to have the same standing as any of 
the belt lines running around the city. The 
Illinois Steel company, by simply organizing 
its side-tracks into a railroad, is able to se- 
cure 40 cents for every ton received at or 
shipped from its works which it would not get 
if the side-tracks were operated as mere ap- 
purtenances to the yard. At first the rebates 
were heavier than 40 cents a ton, but the in- 
vestigation begun by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission stopped any rebate beyond 
the terminal charge, atleast so far as the 
books of the company are a record.“ 

Officers Profess Dense Ignorance. 

To say that the officers of the Illinois Steel 
company at South Chicago are reticent is 
stating the case far too mildly. They have 
most serious objections to newspaper investi- 
gation and profess dense ignorance as to the 
working of the company or the suggestion of 
an inquiry. W. R. Walker, the manager of 
the works, simply stated that the coinpany 
managed its own car service through the Cal- 
umet and Blue Island railway. He refused, 
however, to give any idea of amount of 
car service or of the rebates received under 
the head of terminal charges. D. S. Matthias,

TO RAISE THE PRICE OF CARPETS. 


Members of the Chicago Trade Say Manu- 
facturers Are Combining for This Purpose.

firms were specially dissatisfied. The Phila- 
delphia and Worcester, Mass., firms have been 
calling on other firms East to hold meetings 
in New York. The largest houses in the 
country have refused to enter any com- 
bination. There is certainly an overproduc- 
tion. Thescheme of tne ‘ kickers’ is to have all 
the firms agree to make only acertain amount 
of carpet and at a specified price. For instance, 
a factory having 150 looms will be asked to 
work only 100 looms. It will not work be- 
cause not all will enter the combination.” 

E. C. Richardson of O. W. Richardson & 
Co. said: I have heard of the intention 
among Eastern manufacturers to pool their 
interests, but it will not succeed. A year ago 
an agreement was made by several large man- 
ufacturers to force up prices, but competition 
was so keen that the rules were soon broken 
over.“ 

F. Eames of Marshall Field & Co.“s carpet 
department said: It is undoubtedly a fact 
that a scheme 18 on foot to raise the prices of 
carpets by combinatio. among the manu- 
facturer.

Ald. John McGillen acted the part of a 
municipal Cromwell at the Council meeting 
last evening, adjourning that body against the 
protest of the majority after it had passed the 
omnibus ordinance of the West Division Com- 
pany and the ordinance giving the South Side 
and North Side companies the right to change 
their motors, and without giving opportunity 
to consider any of the South Side cross-town 
line ordinances or passing upon the loop-line 
ordinance,though that was under consideration 
at the time when the Council’s session was 
suddenly and arbitrarily terminated by the 
Chairman, 

An attempt had been made when the South 
Side loop ordinance was called up to have its 
consideration postponed under the rules, Ald. 
Dvorak thought it had been published for the 
first time last Monday night. But the records 
showed it was published Feb. 20. Dvorak’s 
point of order that it should go over therefore 
failed. 

Then the first section was read. The second 
section was amended on the motion of Ald. 
Madden to provide that the loop should be ex- 
tended to Randolph street on Michigan ave- 
nue, returning on Randolph street and Wa- 
bash avenue. Ald. Dvorak thereupon moved 
the adjournment of the Council, but the mo- 
tion was voted down by the foliowing signifi- 
cant vote:

The West Side omnibus ordinance was 
called up in the early part of the evening for 
consideration by Ald. Martin. It had a rather 
stormy time, and at one time it was in danger 
of being amended beyond recognition. There 
was a large gallery lobby,“ however, which 
hissed objectionable amendments and ap- 
plauded when those objectionable amend- 
ments were defeated. 

Ald. Cullerton offered what was believed to 
be the most dangerous amendment, providing 
that the cross-town line between Madison and 
Twelfth street should be on Laflin street and 
not on Paulina street. This amendment was 
advocated also by, Bidwill and Pond, but re- 
sisted by Ald. Martin, Powers, and Mills. It 
was voted down after several motions to table 
and to reconsider had been disposed of. 

Ald. Keats also made a vigorous fight 
against the laying of tracks on Robey street 
from Chicago avenue to North avegue. He 
said a majority of the property-owners ob- 
jected. They were present in the Council, 
They had never been given a chance to be 
heard on the question. They had filed a re- 
monstrance signed by a majority of the prop- 
erty-owners. But the amendment -striking 
out Robey street failed and the property-own- 
ers departed threatening injunction suits. 

Amendments Adopted. 


After much parieying and discussioa Ald. 
Madden secured the passage of an amend. 
ment which deprived the company of the 
right of running tracks on State street be- 
tween Van Buren and Adams streets, A sec- 
ond amendment by Ald. Madden to prevent 
the companies from laying more tracks on 
State street between Madison and Washington 
streets was discussed up and down, laid on the 


table, reconsidered, and an amendment 


thereto offered by Ald. Powers pro- 
viding that no additional track shall 
be laid on State street between Washington 
and Madison streets, and that the West Side 
company may lay its cable loop line on State 
street where the west line for street car tracks 
now runs.

other busiress would be allowea during the 
session. Had Ald. Martin, therefore, had the 
opportunity vo offer the ordinance it would 
doubtless have been ruled out by the Chair- 
man. The Alderman from the Twelfth stood 
on the floor shouting for recognition when the 
Council was finally adjourned at the instance 


of the minority, 

Ald, Martin said: Well, I shall introduce 
this ordinance at the next meeting of the 
Council and I will give those Aldermen who 
voted the franchis: to Mr. Bacon an oppor- 
tunity to go on record at any time. 

Several of the Aldermen who voted for the 
original ordinance announced their intention 
to vote for the repealing ordinance, and Ald. 
Hepburn had an explanation to make con- 
cerning bis vote, which it was intimated would 
be somewhat sensational in character. But 
the opportunity passed last evening. 

Corporation Counsel Miller said yesterday 
that he was not prepared to give an opinion 
as to the effect of the passage of a repealing 
ordinance, If the repealing ordinance is 
passed before the Bacon company begins the 
expenditure of money by it under the original 
ordinance there is no doubt that that ordi- 
nance will be repealed. 


JOHN r. BACON GIVES HIS VIEWS. 


He Talks About Compressed Air and Also 
What the Papers Have Said About Him. 
Mr. Bacon was feeling well yesterday and 

seemed not averse to speaking at length to a 

reporter for Taz Tripuns. He said: 

»The stories about the plans of our com-

A Chicago Company with a Capital Stock 
of $15,000,000 Organized—Stockholders 
Probably the Same as Those of the 
South Side Alley L- Route Fixed in 
an Ordinance to Be Presented Soon—

to Make an Explanation. 


Articles of incorporation of the Metropoli- 
tan West Side Elevated railroad company 
were yesterday filed at Springfield, the incor- 
porators and first Board of Directors: being the 
following: Edsen J. Harkness, Hermann 
Benze, John Glade, John Worthy, and Will- 
iam W. Gurley. Mr. Gurley. who is also at- 
torney for the company, said last evening: 

“The route as fixed in an ordinance we 
have prepared and which will shortly be in- 
troduced into the Council is as follows for 
the main or trunk lime: From Fifth avenue 
at a point between Jackson and Harrison 
streets west to the city limits, Connected 
with the main line there will be a south 
branch, starting near Ashland boulevard, 
thence south toa point between Eighteeuth 
and Twenty-second streets and thence west to 
the city limits. There will also be a north 
branch from about the same point near Pau- 
lina street, running north to Milwaukee ave- 
nue, and thence in a northwesterly direction 
parallel to Milwaukee avenue to the city lim- 
its. If the company is able to obtain an 
ordinance with fair provisions it wili proceed 
to purchase the right of way and commence 
the construction of the road at once. And it 
will be a Chicago enterprise, too. 

The capital stock of company is $15,- 
000,000. Mr, Gurley is the counsel for the 
South Side Alley L“ road. Mr. Herman 
Benze is the real-estate agent, John Glade is 
Secretary, John Worthy is the building con- 
tractor, and E. J, Harkness is the condemna- 
tion attorney for the same corporation, There 
is no doubt, therefore, that the capitalists be- 
hind the South Side Alley L scheme are 
behind the West Side Alley L' scheme.

| DEVICES SHOULD BE TESTED ON 


THE PUBLIC PLANTS. 


Andrew Young Thinks the Municipal Au- 
thorities Should Lead in the Urusade 
Against the Smoke Nuisance — They 
Should Test All Devices and Kecom. 
mend the Best—Thie Would Do Away 
with the Sale of Worthless Ones—We 
Shall Yet Have a Clear Atmosphere. 

I saw mention made in a morning paper of 
a contemplated organization of manufact- 
urers having fur its object the amendment of 
the present smoke ordinance with the follow- 
ing in view: That the city authorities shall 


put into operation on the city plants some of 


the many devices recommended for the aboli- 
tion of smoke, test each one thoroughly, and 
from the number thus tried recommend to 
manufacturers the devices or appliances that, 
in the opinion of the experts, will safely com- 
ply with the laws of the city governing the 
production or the non-production of smoke. 

The object of such an organization is a just 
and very reasonable and fair one. The city 
has many plants of different styles and con- 
struction on which the different smoke-con- 
suming devices could be most admirably 
tested. There is no single or private manu- 
facturer, however large his plant may be, 
who could possibly make such satisfactory 
tests. And when the tests were made, how- 
ever thoroughly and perfect they had been, 
the evidenca from them would not have the 
weight or the influence that it would have 
coming from the city. Ho would not be 
placed in a position that he could as well 
recommend the meritorious and place tne 
mask of failure on the worthless devices as the 
city would be. He would not be called upon 
as often to furnish the proof of the working 
of the device which he had in operation, nor 
would it-be his business to take the time to 
explain it to others. His is a private concern, 
and could not be held in the light of a public 
sample of what this or that device could do 
in the way of smoke abatement. 

The city authorities could not take the lib- 
erty of sending men to a private plant to ob- 
tain facts regarding the devices used, nor 
would they feel like recommending that over 
which they no control in its placement. 
They couldin nowise recommend the devices 
as if they were working in their own plants. To 
have tried these devices on their own prem- 
ises, found out which of them could be recom- 
mended and which could not, and then with- 
out fear or favor recommend or disapprove, 
as the nature of the devices would warrant, 
would permit the city authorities to do more 
toward stopping the production of smoke 
than if they had tried the appliances on 
numerous private plants. 


Matters Would Be Simplified, 


After a device or devices had been recom- 
mended anda manufacturer had put in the 
one so commended to him it would only re- 
main for the city inspectors to see that the 
conditions were observed necessary to its suc- 
cessful working. This would prove a measure 
of justice to many men who have fritted away 
their money on worthless devices whose only 
claim to merit lay in the indorsement 
of men recuniarily interested. There is 
jurnace construction now in the market 
of this city aranteeing to the user 
greatly incre power at a much less con- 
sumption of coal. The owners of the patents 
of such furnaces or devices have no hesitancy 
in giving their guarantee to this effect. They 
are found every day on the market with their 
devices, loudly recommending them for their 
merits. The non-production of smoke is 
equally as strongly guaranteed. If private 
enterprise can do this, if a man or a company 
of men can thus privately and publicly guar- 
antee to do these things which the city has 
so long been looking for, it surely be- 
comes the city’s duty to prove it. There are 
no two sides to this question. The devices 
are either all that is claimed for them or they 
are not. They will do as they are guaranteed 
to do or they will not. The way to find out 
what they will do or what they will not do is 
for the city to make a thorough trial ot them. 
This the city may and can do by the applica- 
tion of such devices to its own plants in order 
tnat it may be enabled to point out to the citi- 
ten that which is best ada for his own use. 

Ih this movement of the manufacturers 
may pushed to a successful issue, and 
should it be successtul in bringing about the 
result desired it will relegate to the rear all 
the humbugry of the many so-called smoke- 
preventors, stimulate improvements in t 
which have merit, and greatly aid in bringing 
about that most desirable end—the abatement 
of the smoke nuisance, The city’s examina- 
tion and recommendation of devices of merit 
will leave no market for those which are 
worthless. This is an end to be desired and 
by none more so than those who are inter- 
ested in the movement. 


Citizens Now at a Loss. 


As these devices now stand on ,the market 
no manufacturer has the means of knowing 
which to employ. Some of the most worth- 
less are the most strongly recommended to 
his favor, and were he to adopt the ones thus 
recommended he would find that he had made 
no headway in the abatement of smoke, Not 
only this, but he would be prone, after a fail- 
ure in one respect, to look upon all devices 
with some misgivi if not with utter 
contempt. He would conclude, after hav- 
ing been humbugged in 
ment of one defective 
there were none worthy of his consideration 
and much haraer would it be to convince him of 
the mistaken idea of his judgment. It is eas- 
ily seen that without the recommendation of 
the city, based on the employment and tests 
of these devices under its own control, how 
useless would prove the recommendation of 
any private firm or manufacturer, 
Even if a private firm were to recom- 
mend any device as preferable in the 
consumption of fuel, in the abatement of the 
smoke nuisance, and in all that this implies, 
it would still remain a question of doubt. But 
when, the city has recommended a device after 
its own test of the manner in which 
sumes smoke, or the way in which it completes 
combustion of fuel, it will be considered of 
such authority as shall receive the highest 
consideration. All manufacturers would then 
be constrained to give it some consideration. 

In the down-town districts there has been a 
decided improvement of the atmosphere in 
regard to smoke, which gives us some hope 
for the future. This improvement has been 
brought about by the agitation of the subject 
by the daily press by the resulting 
application of devices of true merit. 

results would have been doubled 
had the officers charged with the 
enforcement of the ordinance been 
authorized to point out to the inquirer the 
merits or demerits of the different appliances 
in use by the city. Without this free and in- 
dependent expression of opinion of the things 
the city has of itself seen demon- 
strated, known to be true, unmistakably true, 
the city has nothing on which it can rely or 
safely recommend to others. 


Bright Views for the Future.

THE BERING SEA CORRESPONDENCE. 

That portion of the correspondence be- 
tween the State Department and the British 
Foreign Office, covering the period from Feb. 
19, 1892, to March 8, 1892, contains the essen- 
tial points in the fresh complication which 
has arisen, pending the arbitration of the 
various issues growing out of the Bering Sea 
controversy. A summarized statement of the 
contents of these letters therefore will place 
the readers of Taz Tam in a position to 
judge intelligently upon the merits of the ge- 
spective claims of the two countries. Feb. 19 


| Sir Julian Pauncefote notified Secretary 


Blaine that he had forwarded the latter’s in- 
quiry whether the British Government was 
ready to renew the modus vivendi of 1891, and 
that Lord Salisbury had replied he could ex- 
press no opinion until he knew what this gov- 
ernment had to propose, Feb. 24 Secretary 
Blaine answered that the President suggested 


the modus vivendi of 1891 with assurances 


that it would be executed better, as a larger 
number of seals had been taken that year 
than ever before, the most of the poaching 
vessels being at work in their murderous busi- 
ness before notice could reach them. In this 
letter Mr. Blaine pertinentiy says: Holding 
an arbitration as to the rightful -mode of 
taking seals while their destruction goes for- 
ward would be as if while an arbitration to 
the title of timber land were in progress one 
party should remove all the trees.” Two 
days later Mr. Blaine emphasizes the im- 
portance of promptness with the official an- 
nouncement from Victoria that forty-six 
poachers have already sailed froin there as 
compared with thirty-one at the same time 
last year. 

Feb. 29 Lord Salisbury replied at some 
length, refusing to accept any responsibility 
for delays, and denying that there was any 
danger of the diminution of the seals. As to 
the modus vivendi, all that he was prepared 
to concede was a zone of thirty miles around 
the Pribylov Islands, and a limitation of the 
number of seals to be killed for any purpose 
to 30,000, and in a subsequent letter of March 

7 he set forth the claim that it was understood 
the modus vivendi would not be renewed for 
1892 when ment was made for 1891. 
On the Sth of March, immediately after the 
Cabinet meeting, Acting Secretary Wharton 
explicitly set forth the position assumed by 
this government, in effect as follows: The 
United States élaims the exclusive right to 
take seals in a certain portion of Bering Sea, 
while England claims the same right outside 
the three-mile limit. These claims are to be 
submitted to arbitration, but the judgment of 
the tribunal cannot be reached during the 
present year; hence good faith and interna- 
tional comity require that the arrangement of 
1891 should be continued until a decision is 
reached. The necessity of this continuance 
is emphasized by the fact that Gréat Britain 
already has refused to submit. any question of 
damages to arbitration; hence if the conten- 
tion of the United States were sustained by 
the arbitrators, it would lose not only the 
value of the seals destroyed, but. would suffer 
permanent injury to its property. From this 
point of view the President cannot believe 
Great Britain will justify or defend pelagic 
sealing by its subjects. It should either re- 
strain them or accept the responsibility for 
their acts. Mr. Wharton says: 

In the opinion of the President it is not con- 
sistent with good faith that either party to an ar- 
bitration should, pending a decision, in any de- 
gree diminish the value of the subject of arbitra- 
tion ortake any profit from the tise of it withont 
an agreement to account. Before an agreement 
for arbitration had been reached the prohibition 
of pelagic sealing was a matter of comity. From 
the moment of the signing of that agreement it 
became in his (the President’s) opinion a matter 
of obligation. 

Lord Salisbury’s proposition for a thirty. 
mile zone around the Pribylov Islands is de- 
clined because of its inadequacy and of the 
impossibility of its execution, and he is re- 
minded that when Mr. Blaine, over a year 
ago, suggested a zone of twenty-five miles it 
was mutualiy abandoned on account of its 
impracticability, In view of all the circum- 
stances 

The President cannot agree, now that the terms 


of arbitration have been settled, that the restric- | 


tions imposed shall be less than those which both 
governments deemed to be appropriate when it 
was still uncertain whether an early adjustment 
of the controversy was attainable. He therefore 
hopes that her Majesty's government will consent 
to renew the arrangement of last year with the 
promptness which the exigency demands and to 
agree to enforce it by refusing all clearances to 
sealing vessels for the prohibited waters and re- 
calling from these waters all such vessels as have 
already cleared. 


Thus the matter stands. The reply of Lord 
Salisbury to the note of March 8 has not yet 
been received. If Lord Salisbury refuses to 
recede from his position and persists in throw- 
ing the waters of Bering Sea open to the mur- 
derous Canadian poachers up to the three-mile 
limit the least the Senate can do is to amend 
the arbitration treaty by insisting upon a re- 

newal of the modus vivendi as a condition of 
ratification and put the clamps upon Canada 
by shutting off the bonding privilege for its 
railroads. If Lord Salisbury shall continue 
hold his present position after this, then let 
the President perform his duty under the lews 
of the country, which authorize him to seize 
2 poachers, and the country will stand by 
m. 


THE IGNORANT ALDERMEN OF JOLIET. 
The Canal Commissioners met at Joliet day 
before yesterday, and were visited by a vom- 
mittee appointed by the Joliet Council, which 
entered a protest against the proposition that 
Chicago should increase the sewage dilution to 
80,000 cubic feet a minute. They said that: 
They did not acknowledge the right of Chicago 
to send down any more than 60,000 cubic feet a 
minute under the Munn resolution and Joliet 
would not submit to any more. They protested 
against the canal authorities raising the banks of 


the canal or raising the gates, or permitting the 
pumping to be done.

Iu the coutse of time the city built the dam 
at Bridgeport and proceeded to increase the 
dilution, though not as much as the resolution 
demanded, In that respect it cettainly has 
been neglectful of its duty to itself and others. 
‘Lhe increase in dilution, though not what it 
should have been, lessened the evils of which 
the people of Joliet complained. But now when 
the city proposes to obey the law and send so 
much water down the canal that Joliet will 
have nothing to complain of, the wise men of 
the Joliet Council say it must not be done, In 
1881 their remedy was more dilution. At 
present they seem to think the less they have 
the better off they will be. Today the city 
pumps about 35,000 cubic feet a minute. 
Every additional foot means relief for Joliet. 
A flow of 60,000 cubic feet would improve mat- 
tera greatly, and one of 80,000 would be better 
still. With one of 200,000 the people would 
not know that there was any sewage in the 
water sent down to them. 

Happily 
stand in their own light. Chicago has a right 
to pump more than 60,000 feet under the resolu- 
tion. That is a minimum, not a maximum 
figure. It can pump as much as the canal can 
be made to hold. And if the Joliet Council had 
any wit it would petition the Canal Commis- 
sioners to raise the banks of the canal so that 
it could take with ease 100, 000 feet per minute. 


RAILROAD FREIGHT PROBLEM. 

The Merchants andShippers’ Association of 
this city has taken the initiative in formu- 
lating proposed amendments to the Inter- 
State Commerce law. The most important 
changes said to be desired are defined to be a 
relieving of the shipper from liability so that 
his evidence can be obtained as against the 
railroad company or its agents, to provide for 
criminal prosecution of the latter, and the re- 
covery of civil damages from the corporation 
when it is proven to have discriminated 
against one or more shippers, conviction in 
the latter case involving the payment ofa 
heavy fine, and a change in the personnel and 
powers of the commission with a view to 
making it more effective for the oversight of 
the business and the correction of ubuses by 
carriers, 

There may be room for difference of 
opinion in regard to the best mode of bring- 
ing about the desired reform, but none as to 
the character of the reform itself. For in- 
stance, it might not be advisable to prohibit a 
railroad company from putting into effect 
any rules or rates till after they have been ap- 
proved by the commission, but it is clearly in 
order to insist that any rules or regulations 
made by a company shall neither be observed 
nor departed from to discriminate in favor of 
any person, class, or section, as mgainst the 
rest of the communi'y. Possibly there is 
not a single instance in which it would not be 
best to allow to the carrying corporation full 
power to make its own rates and regulations, 
but with the imperative condition that they 
shall be as fair for one as for another. It 
may even be argued that there is no consti- 
tutional right to fix the scale of compensation 


assuming the responsibility of making good 
any pecuniary loss that the owners of the prop- 
erty may suffer thereby. But no lawyer could 
successfully dispute the proposition that it is 
not only the right but the duty of a govern- 
ment to see to it that all its citizens are treat- 
ed on.the same footing by the railroad com- 
pany in the matter ot charging m proportion 
to the amount of service rendered in each case, 
and no conscientious lawyer would undertake 
it. „Whatever is necessary to assert and en- 
force this absolute equality of treatment should 
be provided, and any feature not really neces. 
sary thereto may well be dismissed as worse 
than useless. It may be doubtful if it would 
conduce to the desired end to render liable to 
criminal prosecution any mere servant of a 
railroad company who is a party to unlawful 
discrimination, seeing he is acting under gen- 
eral if not specific orders in each particular 
case. But there should be no hesitation about 
providing that the corpuration shall be pecun- 
iurily amenable for breaches of the law, and 
that to an extent sufficient to reasonably in- 
sure the appointment of agents who will obey 
the law in its spirit as well us in its letter. 

That is the point on which hinges every es- 
sential feature of the business. The mercan- 
tile or manufacturing firm or company which 
gives its agents to understand in good faith 
that it will not tolerate any stated kind of 
meanness in the conduct of the business is in 
no danger of being called to account in that 
particular unless in cases where the offender 
incurs the risk of becoming a fugitive from 
justice. By the same rule there would be lit- 
tle cause for legitimate complaint of unfair 
discrituination as between shippers if the 
agents of the railroad knew that their em- 
ployers, the stockholders, really wished them 
to deal honestly with all.

As a 
corporation has no soul it can only be reached

The 
places here described are only the focal points 
of vast areas over which borrowing on the 
wildest scale was resorted to for the purchase 
of “farms’’ which it was never intended to 
occupy. To make the matter worse these 
bonds and mortgages were mostly placed 
with the poorer sort of capitalists. They 
were bought by school teachers, clerks, and

TO EMPLOY STARVING GERMANS 
The Various Munleipel Authorities Exert 


Them 

Bertin, March 10.—Meetings were held in 
Leipsic today at whith 2,600 men out of work 
were present, Thed state of affairs 
in that city was fully discussed and a number 
of plans for i the condition of the 
workingmen were debated. It was finally de- 
cided that delegates should bg sent to the 
municipal authorities, asking that public 
works for the relief of the distressed people be 
immediately started, 

In Cologne 400 destitute men were today 
given employment on relief works started by 
the city officials. It was found impossible to 
supply work to more than a comparatively 
small number of all the great crowd of im- 
poverished men who besieged the authorities, 
begging to be given a chance to earn a little 
money with which they might purchase food 
for themselves and their starving families. The 
authorities, however, despite their efforts to 
find places for as many of the applicants as 
they could possibly put to work, were forced 
to turn away hundreds of the clamoring work- 
men. Those who failed to obtain employ- 
ment then forméd themselves into a proces- 
sion and marched in a body to the town bull. 
Here, in answer to the shouts and cries of the 
men, the burgomaster appeared and 
made a mollifying and encouraging ad- 
dress. He said the authorities were 
doing all in their power to alleviate the great 
distress prevailing, and hoped that some 
means would soon be reached to accomplish 
this end. He promised that they would try 
to find work for every one, and that in the 
meantime employment would be given to 
those of the men who were married-and had 
families dependent on them for their support. 
The processionists acted in an orderly manner 
throughout, and when the burgomaster had 
finished speaking they cheered him heartily 
and then dispersed. 

At Dortmund, a town of Prussia, in West- 
phalia; much suffering also exists among the 
laboring class. Over 2,000 men —. 
in the iron works at that place have been 
thrown out of work within a. week and left 
without any means. Many men employes 
have received not ice that their services may 
have to be dispensed with within a short 
time as there are indications of trade paraly- 
sis. and all the works may have to shut down 
entirely. ag

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS.

In the Matter of Esquimault’s Defenses He 
Wanted to Know the Respective Rights 
of Canada and of Her Mrjesty’s Govern- 
ment, and What Would Happen if Can- 
ada Should Become a Part of the United 
States—The Latter Question Remained 
Unanswered,

Loypor, March 10.—The question of the de- 
fenses of the harbor of Esquimalt on, Van- 
couver Island was raised in the House of 
Commons this afternoon and was discussed 

with heat by Lord George Francis Hamilton, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, and several 
Liberal interrogators. Hardly had this 
breeze died out when the Bering Sea con- 
troversy was brought before the House by 
the questions addressed by Edward T, Gour- 
ley, the advanced Liberal member from 
Sunderiand, and answered for the govern- 
ment by the Right Hon. James William Low- 
ther, Under Secretary for Foreign Office. 
Ronald Craufurd Munro Ferguson, Liberal 
member for Leith, led off in the matter of 
Esquimault’s defenses by asking these ques- 
tions of the First Lord of the Admiralty: 
Does the site of the navy-yard at Esquimault 

belong to the Canadas or tothe Crown? If 
Canada provides the stores, guns, and sites 
will she also provide the garrison? Will the 
work of improving the defenses of the harbor, 
including the plans, engineering, and con- 
struction be done by the Canadian Government 
or Crown? What rights of control as regards 
stores, coal, the support of the garrison in 
case of need and harbor anchorage, has 
the commander of the Pacific fleet? 
Are any advantages secured to her Maj- 
esty’s vessels at Esquimault harbor that 
are not accorded them in such foreign 
ports of the United States, France, or other 
civilized nations? In case the proposed forti- 
fications should be erected would the guns 
“mounted there be the property of Canada or 
the crdéwn? Will the garrison of the 
harbor defenses receive their or- 
ders from the Imperial or the Cana- 
dian Government? If the garrison be 
put under the orders of the Canadian Govern- 
ment, will the home government have any 
means of assuring itseli of the support of the 
same for her Majesty’s fleet in times of war? 
Ik, as has been suggested, Canada should de- 
cide to cast her lot with the United States and 
become incorporated with that country, would 
she carry with her the guns and other portable 
2 of the fortifications? 

hile making these interrogatories Mr. Fer- 
guson was interrupted frequently by cries of 
O, O,“ ironical laughter, and other noisy 
demonstrations from the ministerial majority. 

1 his interrogatories, after the one con- 
cerning the support of the Pacific fleet 
by the garrison, were delivered amid 
a storm of exclamations of remon- 
strance. This was due to the fact that the. 
last six questions were put in such a way as to 
suggest that in times of war or threatened 
war the Imperial Government could not rely 
upon the loyalty of the, Dominion Govern- 
ment for support, and that, therefore, 
it was foolish to lace in uncertain 
hands a fortified arbor that might 
be used as effectively against the 
empire as for it. The impression left by his 
inquiries and by the emphatic ‘‘ Hear! hear!“ 
with which the last six were greeted from the 
opposition side was that he intended to say 
that Canada had drifted too far toward the 
United States to be trusted to codperate with 
the mother country in case of trouble with 
the American Government. 

This was Hamilton's view of the matter and 
he declined to answer any except the first 
three question. Upon rising to reply to Mr. 
Ferguson's interrogatories he said: The site 
of the dock-yard at Esquimault belongs to the 
crown, and the Canadian Government has re- 
served for her Majesty’s ships exclusively a part 
of the harbor. The Canadian Government will 
provide the site for the fortifications and the 
guns, and will de responsible for the manning 
of them. The honorable gentleman’s other 

uest ons seem to have been put with the ob- 
of causing the inference to be 
drawn that in time of trouble or 
danger Canada will not de ready 
to codperate with the home government in 
the common defense of both against the 
enemy that will threaten us.

A 
number of them ran into debt and their cred- 
itors took legal proceedings against them and 
sent bailiffs to seize the few cattle owned ty 
the debtors to satisfy the claims against them. 
The islanders resisted the bailiffs and as a re- 
sult eighty of them were summoned to an- 
swer at Louisburg, the nearest town on the 
mainland, in County Mayo, for resisting offi- 
cers of the law. The eighty islanders obeyed 
the summons-and presented themselves be- 
fore the magistrate. [hey all appeared to be 
in a starving condition and their thin gar. 
ments afforded them little protection from 
the inclement weather. The magistrate lis- 
tened to the testimony of the bailiffs and then 
calmly ordered that the further hearing of the 
ease be held the next day in the court-house at 
Westport, thirteen miles distant. To reach 
Westport in time for the hearing it was nec- 
essary for the islanders to start that night. 


They had no money to pay for conveyances | 


and were compelled to walk the entire dis. 
tance over a road that is none too good in fine 
weather. 

That night a blinding snowstorm set in. The 
road runs alongside the ocean, and the poor 
people stumbling along in the darkness 
were exposed to the full fury of a 
stinging gale that swept inland from 
the sea. Many of the poorly-clad isi- 
anders, weakened by their long abstinence 
from nourishing food, fell by the roadside, un- 
able to proceed, and would have perished had 
it not been forthe kind-hearted villagers 
along the route, who, when they learned of 
their sufferings, went to their assistance and 
succored them with food and shelter. Of the 
women in the party not a single one had 
strength enough to drag her weary limbs to 
Westport. The men who reached the town at 
a to the court-house and pre- 
sented themselves before the magistrates 
there sitting to hear the case. All of the isl 
anders were coinpletely exhausted by their 
long and toilsome journey and most of them 
were famished and half frozen. 

When the magistrates learned that all the 
persons summoned were not present they 
were incensed at what they were pleased to 
term disrespect ofthe law. They held forth 
at great length upon the strong arnt of the 
law and how all, rich and poor alike, were 
amenabie to its provisions. Then they spoke 
of the great goodness of the crown, how it 
tempered justice with mercy, and after dwell- 
ing upon this subject to the painful editication 
of the shivermg wretches before them they 
announced that as the defendants hai pleaded 
guilty to the charge against them the crown 
would extend its clemency to them. The 
court then ordered that the men be liberated 
upon giving bail for their good behavior. 

The dispatch does not state whether the bail 
demanded was furnished, but as the islanders 
were nut known in Westport, and as they have 
nothing of value of their own, the probabili- 
ties are that the bonds were not furnished. 

Many of the Clare Islanders, though osten- 
sibly fishermen, have neither boats nor nets to 
follow their vocation. All of the male defend- 
ants in this case have been enabled to earn a 
little money by employment on relief works, 
the efoployment being given to them as a 
matter of charity.

10,000 MILES ON HORSEBACK. 


A Japanese Mejor About to Start ona Ride 
from Berlin to Tokio. 


Major Yasumasa Fukushima, military at- 
tache of the Japanese Legation in Berlin, is 
about to start out on a horseback ride from 
the German capital to Tokio. Exclusive of 
waterways, which he will have to travel by boat, 
he estimates that he will cover about 10.000 
miles. He expects to ride six days in every 
seven, and to cover about thirty to thirty-five 
miles a day on the average. His trip. witn 
due allowance for unforeseen delays, will last 
about fifteen months, and during .it he will 
suffer the intense cold of two winters and the 
, correspondingly intense heat of a summer. 

Yasumasa Fukushima in his great fur 
coat weighs 154 2 his extra clothing 
twenty-five pounds, and bis arms, tools, etc., 
thirty-three pounds.

A Decline Upon the Announcement of the 


Passing of Common Stock Dividend. 
.New Yorx, March 10,—[Svecial.}|}—Traders 
argued that the immediate course of the mar- 
ket would depend upon whether the St, Paul 
directors at the meeting this afternoon 
should declare a dividend upon the common 
stock.

RAILROADS WITHDRAW THEIR SUITS, 


Virtual Acknowledgment of the Iowa Max- 
imum Freight Rate Bill’s Legality. 


The dismissal in the United States Supreme 
Court today of the cases brought by the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern and the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy against the Iowa Railway 
Coinmissioners probably ends all litigation 
over the question of the right of the Iowa 
Railway Commissioners to fix maximum rates 
for freight in Iowa. Under the operation of 
the Railway Control bill passed by the last 
General Assembly, which is known as 
** House File No. 374” and of which Railway 
Commissioner Luke was the author, the 
Commissioners were given the ht to 
’ fix maximum freight rates. 

Some of the roads refused to obey these 
rates, and cases were commenced against the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, Rock Island, North- 
western, aud Burlington to enforce the rates. 
One case was tried before Judge Brewer at 
Minneapolis, and the decision rendered sis- 
tained the Iowa Commissioners. Some of the 
roads appealed to the United States Supreme 
Court, but the appeals were never pressed, and 
the action of these roads in mioving the dis- 
missal of eases proves that they ac- 
knowledge the constitutionality of the lowa

The March Reports Favorable as Compared

THE ELLSWORTH DIVORCE CASE, 


The Ex-Wife Tells Her Story and Is an In- 
teresting Witness. ot | 
ExporaA, Ia., March 10.— [Special.] The 
Ellsworth case, which has been argued fot two 
days upon motion to strike out defendant’s 
opening motion, was decided adversely to Mr. 
Ellsworth this morning and court decided to 
bear evidence as to the validity of the decree, 
The record of the court granting the decree 
was introduced to show that there was no cvi- 
dence on file to sustain the charges on which 
the decree was granted. Four witnesses testi- 
fied that plaintiff told them the case was tried 
in Chambers, and a deposition was read from 
Judge Hindman, who granted the decree to 
show the nature of proceedings before him. 
Some tifteen witnesses were introduced to 
show that Mrs. Ellsworth’s character was 
good at Iowa Falls. Mrs. Ellsworth's hired 
girl testified that Mr. and Mrs. Ellsworth 
had lived together as man and wife up tu Nov. 
27, when she went to Colorado and 
ten days after divorce proceedings were 
claimed to have begun. 
The grentest interest was shown when the 
defendant was called to the stand. She is 
about medium height, slender, and graceful. 
She made an excellent witness, and it was 
soon manifest that she had the sympathy of 
the audience. It is easy to be seen from the 
conduct of plaintiff and defendant that they 
still cherish a deep regard for each other. 
Mrs. Elisworth told her story in a most im- 
pressive manner and did not flinch but once 
in the examination. 

She said that Nov. 12 her husband began to 
accuse her of infide:ity and wanted her to con- 
fess, but she had done nothing to confess, She 
told about signing a paper Nov. 16 for her 
husband and his attorney, but claimed to be ig- 
ncrant of its character, She said her husband 
and herself had lived together as man and 
wife until she left for Colorado Nov. 27, ac- 
companied by her daughter. Her husband 
went as far as Omaha. She had no idea a 
divorce could be granted without serving 
notice upon her. - Her first notice of diyorce 
proceeding was a letter from her husband’s 
attorney saying the decree had been granted. 
On her return from Colorado she was visited 
repeatedly by her husband, who always greet- 
ed her most affectionately. : 

In the cross-examination the attorney went 

‘more into the minutia of signing the original 
notice and conversations. She admitted that 
the subject of divorce had been discussed be- 
tween herself, her husband, and his attorney, 
that he said he could not live with her, know- 
ing her guilt, and that she said with reference 

to $1,000 alimony: “If I am ane as you 
claim that amount is more than I degerve.“

Attorney-General Smith Seeking Bank 
Accounts. ot Wg 

Inp1ayapouis, Ind., March 10.—| Special. ]— 
In the argument before the Supreme Court to- 
day on the bank-tax case Attorney General 
Smith declared that under the tax law in force 
prior to 1891 it had been found impossible to 
raise revenue sufficient to meet the demands

pipes and their connections shall have been laid 
in such unimproved streets, and at the same time

Sec. 6. The cars to be used upun the tracks 
bereby authorized, may be operated with animal 
power, or cable, or electric power, or with such 
other practically noiseless motor or power as shall 
be approved by the Mayor and Commissioner of 
Public Works.

When said cars shailbe operated by 
cable or electric power, said company may make 
all needful and convenient curves, trenches, exca- 
vations, and sewer connections, and may place all 
needful and convenient cables, wires, and con- 
ductors for the transmission of electricity 
and machinery in said street; such 
cables, wires, and conductors, and machinery to 
be underground and constructed in a substantial 
and workmanlike manner, and under the super- 
vision of the Commissioner of Public Works, so 
as not to interfere with the public travel. pro- 
vided that if in the construction of said trenches 
ond r any damage 1 injury mae 
sult to any of the sewers, waterpipes, or priva 
drains, then said company shall be held 
liable and pay therefor. If, at any time, by reason 
of the permission hereby granted, and the making 
of such trenches and the running of such cables, 
wires, and conductors, or the constraction or 
operation of aid road under any system of motive 
power any injury or damage shall result to any 

reson or property, then said company shall be 
iable therefor. 

All needful and convenient connections with 
the motive power or engines shall be subject to 
the same restrictions. 

The aperture opening into said trenches where 
cahle power is used shall not exceed five-eighths of 
au inch in width, and in case said road sh be 
operated by cable or electric power, said com- 
pany may operate not exceeding three cars and 
one grip car attached together, with one con- 
ductor in charge of each car. | 

Rates of Fare. 

Sec. 9. The rate of fare for any continuous ride 
on the same car shall not exe five cents for 
each passenger, except when cars or carriages 
shall be chartered for special purposes; and 

ransfers shail be given on all north and south 
lines with such connecting or cross lines at such 
points as shall be agreed upon between the Mayor 
and the said company. ‘ 

Sec. 14. That so much of Sec. 5, composed of the 
following words: Provided that said company 
shall also permit its tracks on said rn 
street to be used by the Chicago City railway com- 
pany,” and which said words occur in Sec. 5 of an 
ordinance passed March 14, 1887, granting to 
North Chicago Street railroad company the right 
to construct and operate a street railroad on 
Dearborn street and other streets, be, and the 
same is hereby repealed.

The friends of Judge Collins will have a 
meeting tomorrow afternoon in theclub-room 
of the Grand Pacific to effect au organization 
and to adopt such plans as may be necessary 
to secure the election of delegates to the State 
convention at Springfield May 4 as will prom- 
ise to support Altgeld for Governor of this 
State.

I understand alg 
that he will have a majority of the Elevent 
Ward delegates. George B. Swift, who was 
set down asa bitter anti-Fifer and therefore 
an enthusiastic Collins man. is not doing any- 
thing. He said yesterday : Tam not going 
to interfere in the fight.’ : 

A prominent Democrat and a friend of Mor- 
rison, in discussing Gubernatorial candidates 
yesterday, said: 

„When John F. Altgeld's strong and weak 
points are weighed in the balance which will 
predominate? Here are the weights in the 
crédit pan of the scale: He is rich, and big 
round dollars are * things in a campaign ; 
he poses as a friend of the workingman and 
has written books in asocialistic vein; and, 
last of all, he is aGerman and therefore 
thinks he holds the entire German vote of the 
State in his inside pocket. 

Now take a peep into the negative scale- 
pan. As a German he offends the Irish, who 
will not soon forget how he put Braastield 
out of the way to make room for Franz Am- 
berg. Again, scratch Altgeid and you will 
tind him a Socialist whose thoughts and ideas 
and beliefs are alien to true American citizen- 
ship. Another lead-weight: Altgeld is a Chi- 
cagoan who is neither known nor liked outside 
of Cook County. Granger delegates are not 
consumed with love for Chicago. He hurt 
himself, too, in the great Senatorial fight in 
which it is generally believed that he sent an 
agent named McGurren to Springfield to work 
secretly against Palmer, and if his little 
scheme had not been discovered in the nick of 
time IIlinois would now have a Republican in 
the Senatorial chair occupied by Gen. Palmer. 

„He has a barrel; but barrel politics is 
not in popular favor, and his wealth isa point 
against him. He poses as a friend of the 
laboring man; but in his supposed efforts in 
behalf of labor he has only sown seeds of dis- 
content. I am afraid Altgeld’s weights are 
all m the wrong side of the balance.”’ 

Theodore Nelson, Secretary of the Demo- 
cratic State Central committee, denied there 
was any opposition to the Australian ballot 
law among the Democrats. He said: 

There is no truth whatever in the statement 
of an afternoon paper that we had employed 
lawyers to pick flaws in this law with a view 
to declaring it unconstitutional. We favor 
the law and have always done so. e simple 
fact of the matter is that the Democratic mein- 
bers of the Legislature are the ones who | 
secured the passage of the law. We believe 
this law has gained us votes. This rumor that 
we are employmg legal talent to de- 
feat it may have arisen from the fact 
that I ask Sherwood Dixon of Dixon 
and other attorneys to give opinions on eev- 
eral somewhat obscure points of the law. The 
chief point at issue has been the question 
whether Republican and Democratic districts 
which did not run candidates for Circuit 
Judges at the last general election would be 
com pélied to petition for admission to the com- 
ing campaign as thé law might be construed to 
require. Both Sherwood Dixon and Clayton 
E. Crafts, who are recognized authorities on 
constitutional law, have expressed the opinion 
that no petition was necessary, because both 
parties had more than 2 per cent of the 
vote in the last general campaign. In other 
words, they believe the State as a whole and 
not its separate and individual districts is 
meant by the provision of the law.“ 


DEMOCRATS STILL FIERCE FOR WAR. 


Harrison and McDonald Keep Up Their 
Fight—Dissatisfaction: t-xpressed, __ 

The war in the Democratic ranks is still on. 
M. C. McDonald and Carter H. Harrison con- 
tinue to belabor one another. Freddy Gries- 
heimer has also appeared in the arena as the 
champion of McDonald. But Griesheimer 
himself is repudiated by the German Demo- 
crats. The Staats-Zeitung denounces Sain 
Chase for having foisted Griesheimer on the 
National Democratic convention as the repre- 
sentative of the North Side Germans, and the 
Staats-Zeitung says a large number of 
prominent Democrats have congratulated it 
because it was the only one of all the papers 
that dared attack the powerful boss uf the 
North Side.”’ 

Walter S. Bogle, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic County committee, is disgusted also. 
He is about to resign. He said yesterday he 
“wanted to see a better discrimination in 
favor of nationalities among the delegates 
selected to go to the Democratic convention. 
My dissatisfaction may be premature and 
wrong, so I won’t dwell particularly on it.

What has this Republican ofticeholder, who 
ought to be a country Justice of the Peace, to 
complain of about our convention?’ asked 
Delegate McInerney yesterday of one of Mor- 
rison’s henchmen. ‘“* Did he think we ought 
to send him notice of our convention?

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DR. SCUDDER HAS A GOOD REST IN 
‘HIS‘NORTA SIDE CELL. | 


The Prisoner Acts in a Surly Manner To- 
ward Ais Father—Ineffectual Efforts of 
Relatives and Lawyers to Secure the 

Removal of the Incarcerated Man to the 
Dotention Wospitai—The Alleged Mur- 
derer Refuses to Eat—Stories of His 
Home Life Denied. f | 


Dr. Scudder slept soundly ih Cell No. 11 at 
the County Jail the first night of his incarcer- 
ation, but he refused to dress yesterday morn- 
ing or to eat any breakfast. He had become 
weak from lack of food and he refused during 
the forenoon to talk to the guards further than 
to request that his brother, who lives on Thir- 
ty-fifth street, be sent for. 

At 10 o’clock Dr. Scudder's wife and his 
father called at the jail. The father went into 
the cell where his son is confined, but Mrs. 
Scudder remained in the visitor’s cage. When 
Dr. Scudder saw his father tirst he was lying, 
partly dressed, on the iron cot in his cell. He 
turned quickly and gave a spring as if to at- 
tack his-father, and then sank back appatently 
exhausted. At the mention of his wife’s name 
he appeared to become greatly excited, but 
soon became composed again. Dr. Scudder 
talked for a short time with his father and 
with Dr. Noble, the attending physician, but 
in an incoherent way. As soon as his wife 
and father had gone Dr. Scudder renewed his 
request to see his brother. | 

During the entire morning he remained in 
bed, with nothing on except his underclothing 
and a coat. Just before noon he asked one of 
the guards to do an errand for him. The 
guard returned without doing as he- had been 
requested, and Dr. Scudder’s mind was suffi- 
ciently strong to remember the errand he had 
asked to have done for him, and he censured 
the guard for his failure to do it. | 

At 1 o’clouk he was prevailed upon to eat 
some beef broth, the first food he had taken 
since being locked up. He would not dress 
however, and turned his back to the guard 
who suggested that he take some exercise. 

After their visit to the jail Dr. Scudder’s 
wife and father saw State’s-Attorney Longe- 
necker and pleaded with him to secure con- 
sent to the doctor’s removal to the Detention 
Hospital. I am sure,“ said the father, that 
my son is not guilty, and you can see that he 
is sick.”’ | 

„As much as I would like to do so I cannot 
consent, said Mr. Longenecker. He 1s in 
the custody of the Sheriff, and I have a duty 
to perform.”’ 

Lawyer Hynes’ Unsuccessful Move, 

Attorney Hynes made a clever but frujtless 
attem pt yesterday to get Dr. Scudder removed 
from the jail to tae Detention Hospital. The 
scheme was to get Dr. Noble to certify that 
Dr. Scudder’s condition was such that human- 
ity would demand his removal from the jail. In 
the following letter Mr. Hynes requested Dr. 
Noble to examine the prisoner with that end 
in view:. 

I appeared for the friends of Dr. Scudder yester- 


day at the examination before Justice Brayton. 
It was con 


ed by Messrs. Walker and Tolman, 
represent the prosecution, that if, in your judg- 
ment, it is desirable on account of his condi 


ition 
and for the proper treatment of Dr. Scudder 
that he should be in the Detention Hospital rather 
than the County Jail, the Sheriff would un- 
doubtedly act on your recommendation in the 
matter. 

Dr. Noble was in doubt how to act when he 
received the letter. He finally concluded to 
consult State’s-Attorney Longenecker. On 
reading the letter Judge Longenecker smiled 
significantly and remarked: Clever, very 
clever: but it won't do.“ 

Have I any right to comply with the re- 
quest? asked the doctor. | 

Not the slightest, and I shall not allow 
vou to do so. If Scudder’s friends wish his 
removalto the Detention Hospital let them 
apply to the proper court for au order. I do 
not intend to allow the State’s case to be 
prejudiced by allowing Dr. Scudder’s re- 
moval on the certificate of a physician, In 
the first place the Sheriff would have no right 
to take such a step without the order of a 
court. Why don’t neg request his removal 
to the County Hospital? No; they want him 
sent to the Detention Hospital, in which event 
the presumption would be that he is insane. 
As the sanity question is the all- importaut one 
in this case such a move would be trying the 
ease beforehand. Dr. Scudder has ‘been re- 
moved from your custody, doctor, and your 
a in the matter has ceased.”’ 

The defendant’s attorneys did not cease their 
efforts here. Attorney Wilbur visited Sheriff 
Gilbert in the morning and tried to get that offi- 
cial to consent to the prisoner’s removal. The 
Sheriff, however, was obdurate and refused to 
do anything unless by order of the court. He 
referred Wilbur to his attorney, E. R. Bliss. 
In the afternoon Attorneys Wilbur and Bliss 
went to Sheriff Gilbert’s office. County 
Physician Noble was telephoned for and the 
quartet held a conference lasting over an 
hour. Attorney Wilbur asked Dr. Noble if he 
would . that Seudder's condition required 
his removal, I will not,“ was the reply. 
** State’s-Attorney Longenecker has refused to 
allow me to examine the doctor for chat pur- 
pose and I do not care to do so, as it would 
be trying the case.“ Wilbur then tried to in- 
duce the Sheriff to consent to his removal, but 
Attorney Bliss advised him not to do so. 1 
do not care to have any McGarigle episode in 
mine, was the Sheriff’s remark. ‘The only 
way you can secure Dr. Scudder’s removal, 
he continued, is to obtain an order from the 
court. My decision in final and unalterable.” 

“The point is just this, said Attorney 
Bliss. The Sheriff cannot make an excep- 
tion in the case because it is Scudder. He 
cannot do for him what he could notdo for 
Smith or Jones. There are many prisoners 
in the County Jail whose physical condition 
would be improved by their removal. 
In case a prisoner breaks a leg 
or meets with some accident then 
the Sheriff should in humanity remove 
him to the County Hospital; or in case a 
prisoner is conceded a lunatic to the Deten- 
tion Hospital. He is bound to treat his 
prisoners humanely. In this particular case, 
however, the question of sanity is the main 
one, and the Sheriff is not supposed to settle 
it. You may rest assured that until the court 
decides that Scudder’s condition necessitates 
his removal he will remain in jail.“ 

Attorney Wilbur Before Judge Scales. 

Attorney Wiibur denied that any attempt 
would be made to get Scudder out on a habeas 
corpus. We will,“ said he, wait for the 
decision of the court on the application for an 
order for his removal.“ 

When the lawyer went before Judge Scales 
the Judge was unwilling to consider any order 
looking to a removal of Scudder to the Deten- 
tion Hospital unless with the sanction of the 
Sheriff and County Physician. The Sheritf 
doubts his right to obey an order from Judge 
Scales, and he believes a Criminal Court Judge 
the proper inagistrate. Mr. Wilbur has by no 
means decided to let his client rest in a jail 
cell. He promises to call up his motion to 
vacate Judge Scales’ order transferring Seud- 
der to the police as soon as possible; and he 
will then submit a brief in support of his 
contention that the Justice had no jurisdic- 
tion. He claims that the order of transfer 
was entered without notice to him and while 

was rely on assurances that nothing 
would be done until he had been notified.

Dr. Scudcer’s friends say that they can see 
nothing vain or irritable in his temperament, 
but that the converse is true. They say that 
he possessed a sociable nature and that he 
strove to make his home pleasant and agree- 
able. They know of no general dislike felt 
toward him by his first wife’s friends, although 
they do not claim that he was without ene- 
mies. 

The direct cause of Mrs. Scudder’s death 
was a necessary operation Serb “aoe by Dr. 
E. C. Dudley of this city. . Scudder, it is 
admitted, had been his wife’s physician, but 
he had given over her medical care into other 
hands at the time of her death. The friends 
of the doctor are firm in théir assertions that 
the doctor did not receive any money arising 
from life insurance after first wife's 
death. No such insurance, they claim, was 
ever carried by Mrs. Scudder No. 1 and none 
was ever paid. 

As to the marriage of Dr. Scudder to Miss 
Dunton, it isciaimed that such a union did 
not take place until a year and three-quarters 
after the first Mrs. Scudder’s death. It is also 
said that Mr. and Mrs. Dunton, the guardians 
of the second wife, strongly favored the union 
and insisted upon a public rather than the pri- 
vate marriage which had been planned by Dr. 
Scudder, 

Subsequent to the marriage Mrs. Scudder 
had been in poor health, but it is claimed that 
this resulted from the heavy cares of her 
guardian’s household and business affairs 
rather than from any unpleasantness in Mrs. 
Scudder's own home. The doctor was de- 
voted to his new wife, and it was not until the 
charges of murder were preferred st him 
that a cloud has come over his family affairs. 


Effects of a Monkey's Bite, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 10.—The doctors at 
the German Hospital are interested in a patient 
recently admitted. He is Herbert Thomas, 18 
years old; and his case is diagnosed as hysteria.

LARGEST RESEKVES OF WHEAT. 


The Stock in Growers’ Hands Exceeds Any 
Previous Amount—Corn Figures. 

Wasutneton, D. C., March 10.—fhe March 
report of distribution of wheat and corn by 
the statistician of the Department of Agri- 
culture makes the stock of wheat in growers’ 
hands 171,000,000 bushels, or 26 per cent of 
the crop. This is the largest reserve ever re- 
ported, that of the largest previous crop (of 
1884) being only 65,000,000 bushels. 

The exports from July 1 to March 1 were 
‘164,000,000 bushels. The assumed consump- 
tion from March 1, 1891, to March 1, 1892, is 
300,000,000 bushels for a population of 64,300,- 
000; the exports. 206,000,000 bushels; the seed 
56,000,000°busheis; a distribution of 562,000,- 
000 bushels. With 41,000,000 visible and 171,- 
000,000 invisible stocks there are 27,000,000 
bushels not directly accounted for except in 
the squeezing of reserves, mainly from un- 
counted stocks of flour. 

The estimated quantity of corn in farmers’ 
hands is 860,000,000 bushels, or 41.8 per cent of 
the crop. Thus is the largest proportion ever 
reported, that of 1889 excepted, which was 45.9 
per cent, or 970,000,000 bushels. The seven prin- 
cipal States have a surplus of 546,000,000 bush- 
els, or 41.5 per cent of their product, against 
667,000,000 from the great crop of 1889. 

The proportion merchantable is the largest 
ever reported, 88.5 per cent, against 85.7 two 
years ago. The average of eight previous 
crops 18 82 per cent, and the ‘lowest average 
60 for the frosted crop of 1883. The present 
average farm price of merchantable corn is 
39.2 cents per bushel; of unmerchautable 
25.7 cents.

Issue and Redemption of Certificates. 

Acting-Secretary Spaiding today sent to the 
House in answer to a resolution of that body 
a letter containing information on the 
subject of the issue and redemption of gold 
and silver certificates, etc. The letter shows 
that the gold certificates issued from July 1. 
1877, to Jan. 1, 1892, amounted to $569,089,- 
806, and the amount redeemed to $445,083,- 
561. The issue of silver certificates from May 
9, 1878, to Jan. 1, 1892, aggregated $680,708,- 
000, and the amount redeemed $356,311,682. 
The paper money outstanding July 1, 1886, 
amounted to $921,431,194; the amount out- 
standing Jan, 1, 1892, 51,097, 281,512. Gold 
certificates were redeemed principally in gold 
coin or bullion, while the silver certificates 
bemg presented in a mutilated condition were 
redeemed by new certificates. 

Hennepin Canal Lands Condemned.

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STOPPED BY THE LAW 


RAILROADS ENJOINED FROM PUT- 
TING KANSAS BATES IN EFFECT. 


Atchison Grocers Succeed in Defeating the 
Kansas Railroad Commissioners—W. E. 
Keepers Appointed General Freight 
Agent of the Ilincis Central Railroad 
Changes in EBast-Bound Freight Rates 
— Maple Leaf” Road Does Not Discrim- 
inate—Other Railway Newa. N | 

The Kansas Railroad Commissioners re- 

ecived a severe blow yesterday. For some 

months past they have beeu engaged in mak- 


ing reduced tariffs on sugar, canned goods, 


acd other low-class freight to Western and 
Southwestern Kansas points. Their purpose 
was to cut Kansas City and Misspuri River 
jobbers, as well as the St. Louis and Chicago 
jobbers, out of that business and enable the 
jobbers at Western Kansas points to control 
all the Kansas trade. About two months ago 
they ordered a general reduction in fifth-class 
rates, which embraces sugar, canned goods, 
etc. The railroads protested against the re- 
duction, but stated that if they had to accept 
the new fifth-class rates they would make cor- 
responding reductions in rates on fourth-class 
freight, which embraces articles principally 
shipped from Missouri River points, but in 
which Western and Southwestern Kan- 
sas jobbers had no interest. This 
was not what the Kanzas Rail 
road Commussionerg’ wanted, and they 
threatened that if a reduction in fourth-class 
freight was made by the railroads they would 
make a still further reduction in the rates on 


‘fifth class. The new rates were to have be- 


come effective Feb. 15, 1892, but previous to 
that time a conference was held between the 
managers of the Kansas roads and the Rail- 
road Commissioners with a view of effecting 
a compromise. After considerable discussion 
an agreement was made that in lieu of adopt- 
ing*the new fifth-class rates the railroads 
should make a proportional rate of 15 cents 
on sugar from the Missouri River (against the 
regular rate of 35 cents) to Wichita, Hutchin- 
son, and other Kansas points, and correspond- 
ingly low rates on canned goods, etc. These 
rates were to be charged only on freight orig- 
inating east of the Mississippi River and were 
to be in addition to the rates from Eastern 
potuts to the Missouri River. This arrange 
ment necessitated a change in the Western 


Freight Association tariffs and the roads in 


this association, which - terminated at 
the Missouri River, declined to accept 
the action of the managers of the Kansas 
roads on the ground that the latter’s act was 
in violation of the association agreement. A 
number of conferences between the railroad 
officials were held in this city, and the Santa 
Fé and Missouri Pacific, which had put the 
new rates into effect, agreed to withdraw 
them and instead accept the new fifth-class 
rates originally ordered by the Kansas Com- 
missioners. The latter, however, would not 
submit to this, claiming thatthe railroads had 
fuiled to act in good faith, To punish the 
roads they ordered - then to put in effect 
rtional rates as local rates 
from Missouri River points to Western and 
Southwestern Kansas points. The railroads 
were ina hole and were compelled to issue 
the new tariffs ordered by the commission. 

It appears that the last action of the Kansas 
Commissioners were not satisfactory gto the 
Missouri River jobbers, and several firms at 
Atchison went before the District Court in 
that city and asked that the railroads be re- 
strained from putting in effect the new rates 
ordered by the Kansas.

Closing Lesson of the Kindergarten

They will contigue to meet Wed- 
nesday mornings at the same place and will 
carry forward some of the work suggested by 
their study of the winter. 


MRS, TERRY SENT TO AN INSANE ASYLUM. 
Her Mind Is Gone Conseqnent on the Nerv- 
ous Strain of Late Years. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 10.—Mrs. Sarah 
Althea Sharon Terry was today adjudged in- 
sane and committed to the State Asylum at 
Stockton, The proceedings were before Judge 
Levy, who held court today in a larger room, 
but even these enlarged quarters were crowd- 
ed with spectators. 

Mrs. Terry did not seem surprised or nerv- 
ous at the sight of the large number of people, 
but when court opened she began weeping. 
“Mammy” Pleasant, Mrs. Terry’s colored 
nurse, was the first witness. She related va- 
rious instances recently occurring to indicate 
Mrs. Terry was insane. She is constantly 
talking — spirits and about Judge Terry, 
said PiewSant, and I am afraid she may 
harm herself or others.” 

Mrs. Terry here rose and asked permission 
to question the witness, which the court final- 
ly granted. She then put a long series of in- 
terrogations to the nurse which covered her 
doings from the time when her mental trouble 
first became apparent, a few weeks ago, tothe 
time she finally left “‘Mammy” Pleasant’s 
house. These or similar questions were put to 
other witnesses, Mrs. Terry sometimes dis- 
playing considerable clearness and humor and 
at other times wandering in her questioning or 
breaking into hysterical laughter. Mrs. Ter- 
ry was also placed upon the stand, but she 
talked incoherently, and after another wit- 
ness had testified to instances where Mrs. 
Terry had displayed irrational symp- 
toms the court ostensibly adjourned un- 
til 2 p. m. Im the meantime an order com- 
mitting ber to the Stockton, Insane Asylum 
was signed by Judge Levy. 

Mrs. Terry was taken away in a closed 
carriage, those who had been present in the 
court-room thronging the sidewalk to watch 
her departure. It is said Mrs, Terry’s insan- 
ity is due to general debility brought on by 
the nervous tension of the past few years. 
Some friends believe that by quiet asylum 
treatment she may be restored to health in a 
few months, but others express the fear she 
will never recover her mind.

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MR. REED TALKS BACK 


TURNER'S CRITICISM OF HIM 
EVOKES A WARM REPLY, 


His Vindication by the Supreme Court De- 
cision Was Complete Epough to Stop 
Criticigam—Mr, Dingley Denies the Mill- 
fon Dollar Record compliment to the 
Springer Plan of Tariff Revision—Discus- 
sion of the Wool Measure Bring Out Few 
New Points, 


Wasmxarox, D. C., Maren 10,—The tariff 
discussion was resumed in the House this 
morning, but there was a striking contrast 
between the pacific meidents of today and 
the scenes which characterized the debates on 
the McKinley bill two years ago. Then it 
was obvious that whatever measure should 
pass the House would be concurred in without 
material change by the Senate and be enacted 
into law by the signature of the President, 
and therefore every successive step in the 
formality of legislation was bitterly eontested 
by the Democrats. This year the Republic- 
ans, who are now the minority in the House, 
are confronted with no such probabilities, 
Hence it is that the improbability of the 
tariff bills ever becoming law detracts from 
the deep interest that would otherwise be 
manifested by the House in these economic 
measures and makes their consideration a 
somewhat perfunctory proceeding. 

Immediately after the House resolved itself 
into the Committee of the Whole on the Free- 
Wool bill Mr. Dingley of Maine resumed his 
argument against the measure. In opening 
he denied the statement, made by the gentle- 
man from Tennessee (Mr. MeMillin) that the 
last Congress had appropriated 5, 900, 000.000. 
During the past two fiscal years approy riated 
for by that Congress the expenditures of the 
government were but $700,000,000, Conclud- 
ing, Mr. Dingley urged gentlemen to bear in 
mind the fact that this country under the pol- 
icy of protection had become the most pros- 
perous country on the face of the earth. 


Turner’s Compliment to Springer. 

Mr. Turner of Georgia, member of the 
Ways and Means committee, the next speaker 
said that he would have been glad to have had 
— a bill which would sweep the whole

Reed Insists He Was Vindicated.

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DR. JONES’ PLEA FOR BIRDS, 
Slaughter of Sparrows by Boys and of Birds 
for Hat Ornamentation Decried, 

The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones delivered an 
address before a small audience of women at 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church yester- 
day afternoon on the slaughter of English 
sparrow under the State law. speaker 
declared himself an earnest sympathizer with 
the little pests in their hard fight for exist- 
ence upon the soil to which they had once 
been welcomed. The English sparrow, how- 
ever, was simply a means toward” the real aim 
of the lecture, which was an 1 1 nee 
against the use of feathers and birds to orna- 
ment women’s headwear. As the speaker put 
it, his lecture was a plea in the interest of 
humanity against the bird-wearing mania of 
the women of the present day. 

Dr. Jones said that examination into the re- 
ports of the sparrow clerk in the City Hall 
showed that 20,000 sparrow scalps been 
presented at the office for the two-cent boun- 
ty during the time that the law was in force, 
and that a large number of those who had 
been engaged in the business of exterm 
tion were boys between the ages of 12 | 
years. The speaker was in sympathy with the 
sparrow, but if, in the interest of humanity, 
its extermination was necessary he was wi 
ing that the law should stand.

By the device now in use 
on trains of the Northern Pacific steam con- 
nection through rubber pipes is entirely done 
eway with. There is continuous steam pipe, 
easy of connection, running throuch the entire 
length of the train, und connected with the 
steam chest of the locomotive. In experi- 
ments made previously with continuous pip- 
ing ball socket has used. After a short 
time these connections have become worn and 
leakage would result, seriously impairing the 
usefulness of the system. bber pipes for 
connections have not proven successful ae. 
The pressure of the steam, with the heat 

out, causes disintegration, and the pipes — 
under the pressure. Experts and national and 
State commissions have taken up the study of 
connections in conjunction with their investi- 
gatious of steam-heating apparatus. 

The new system ‘is invention of J. R. 
Drozeski of the Erie Car-Heating company. 
The original device, patented four years ago, 
has been altered and improved from time to 
time, and as it is used at present it consists of 
a coil of seamless drawn-brass tubing under 
each end of a passenger coach, connected with 
a similar coil under the next coach. and joined 
by drawn-iron pipes, which work much as the 
piston-rod of an engime works in the steam- 
chest. There is a novel coupling which pre- 
vents the escape of steam. The idea of the 
coil of pipe is to permit of a bending of the 
pipe as the cars run over short curves. 

rase piping will allow the connection to be 
turned to almost any angle, and that without 
any loss of steam. By means of the connec- 
tion the lateral motion between the cars, as 

y are started or stopped, is taken up. 
Each of the connecting cylinders. will permit 
a play of fifteen inches, the connection working 
in and out like the piston of an engine. 
A secure packing about the pipes prevents any 
waste of steam atthis point. In case the train 
is parted the pipe is pulled out of its connec. 
tion without damage to the apparatus, and it 
can be put back in place — — time than is 
required for coupling air 

The trap placed under the * to carry off 
condensation is also a novelty in steam heat- 
ing. The steam from tne pipes connected 
with the engine is let into the car through 
stop-cocks placed under the seats. Two rows 
of pipes run through the car and the stéam 

asses first into the upper pipe, then into the 
ower one, and back to the main pipe. All 
water caused by condensation is carried into 
a small trap under the car and allowed to pass 
out through it. The advantage of using the 
trap is that it prevents freezing in the pipes. 


The steam passes from the boiler through a 


reduction valve, which lessens the pressure to 
any desired point. The average pressure used 
by the Northern Pacific is ten pounds. 


REPRESENTS THE REMNANTS OF A TRIBE. 


Peter C. Stunup’s Mission to Washington 
Puyallup Indian History. 

Peter C. Stanup, one of the foremost men 
of the Puyallup Reservation, Washmaton, was 
in the city last night on his way east. His 
mission is to represent the 600 people of what 
used to be the Puyallup Indian tribe before 
Congress in their efforts to secure all the priv- 
ileges of the citizenship into which they have 
come. In 188 Congress distributed the 18,068 
acres in the reservation to the 166 heads of 
families in severalty, and the Indians became 
citizens clothed with all the powers and priv- 
ileges of their white-skinned brethren in Ta- 
coma, only three miles away. But the 
patents under which they held their land for- 
bade them to part, sell, mortgage, or incum- 
ber it, in return for which restriction they 
were given = — — and exe- 
cution except for person . 

Since 188 the Indians — labored with 
zeal, and they have greatly increased the value 
of their property.. They believe, however 
they would be greatly benefited by a removal 
of the restrictions under the patents, and the 
State Legislature of Washington has sanc- 
tioned this, but it requires the consent of 
Congress to make the change valid. Mr. 
Stanup was delegated to go before the com- 
mittees of Congress having the matter in 
charge-to press the arguments of his constit- 
uents in favor of the dissolution of the obnox- 
ious terms of the patents, and it is probable 
that he will be successful. If so, it is likely
